searching. There are the original de­ 
mands as they were filed, there are the 
several jury lists in the couits, and there 
are the stub books of the poll tax receipt 
books to be gone to. These are the leak 
boles through which the treasury is most 
likely to be tapped. If tbe allowance 
sheets 
do not 
tally with the de­ 
mands, there has been fraud practiced. 
If the jary lists do not correspond with 
the warrants drawn for jury fees, there 
again is corruption, and if the poll tax 
receipt books should be found with no 
end of blank stubs scattered through 
them, there is good reason to suspect 
crookedness. There are perhaps 30,000 
poll taxreceipts printed each year. W hen 
a citizen pays his poll tax, he ahould get 
a receipt for the same, and the stub 
should show the date aad the name of 
the person who paid. It these stubs 
should prove to he in blank, fraud is a 
fair inference. 
Tnen see how much the 
school fund got from poll taxes, and there 
will be about the am ount of the defalca­ 
tion in the difference. 
One of the defaulters is reported to 
have lost $900 at "poker" at one sitting. 
That would be nearly a year’s salary for 
him . 
But the matter is in the hands of 
the Grand Jury, and of the District A t­ 
torney, and tbe people await their action. 
T h e H e r a l d is trying to guard the 
people’s interest in this grave matter.

Why 
th e property owners on this rem ote an d paral­ 
lel street should be called on to h elp pay the 
expenses of re-grading Tem ple street, is not 
plainly shown. Bellevue avenue is an 82-foot 
•treet, has an easy grade into the city and is 
not occupied as Tem ple street is w ith cable-car 
tracks and only a sixty foot street. 
The property ow ners on Bellevue avenue will 
now be called on to take care of I h eir own street 
E 
roceedlngs, having com m enced to compel 
lem to d o so . I can realize the im possibility 
of m aking any public Im provem ent, tne burden 
of which will operate equally upon all, but 
there are certain general rules of falrntus and 
equity that adapt them selves to each case r r It 
arises, aud I am more than convinced that they 
sure violated in this Instance. 
If the travel ou Bellevue em ptied Itself into 
Temple street to get into the city, there m ight 
be some excuse for spreading tbe assessment 
on that street, but, sh I understand, a large 
B 
rt of the heavy travel tbnt now comes over 
mple street turns out of th ststre et into Belle­ 
vue avenue to get into th e citj. It may be said 
thAt all the street car travel from th a t district 
passes over Tem ple street, but in answ er to that 
it can hardly be claim ed that tb e low ering of 
th e grade will in any ma- ner facilitate street 
cat tr a v e l, a s th e grade of the street Is unim ­ 
p o r ta n t . there being a double-track cable lino 
over th e street. 
In my judgm ent, th e ordinance should be 
fram ed to lim it the assessment as above, but

fund, #42,292,045. 
"In m aking the calculation for the ordinary 
funds of th e city, the usual 5 p er cent reduction 
was made, leaving the am ount upon which to 
calculate taxes for these funds. #44.041,003 
" It lB«oeceKBary to rem ind your honorable 
body tbHt while it is probable that there will be 
a call upou the treasury to pay the interest upon 
bonds, which may hereafter b* sold, aud ui>ou 
w hich a sem i auuual Interes; will become due, 
before the next auuual levy, this cannot be le­ 
gally done at this time. 
"To oflset any cou iugencv that may effect the 
credit of th e city, however, we have caused to 
be levied for the purpose of placing in the In ­ 
terest and Sinking Fund, of the bonds of *81. r 
tax of .033 which will produce about $14,000 
"If the bonds should be sold, this money could 
be used to pay the tem í annual interest, above 
referred to; and if not, it can be u.ed to collect 
iu 14 bonds, issue of '81. 
"T he system upon w hich we proceeded to 
endeavor to reach a proper calculatiou in the 
m atter of th e levy was to place in each iudi- 
vidual fund as m uch m oney a-. was possible 
considering the lim ited am ount at our dis­ 
posal, an d after each, fund had been cared for, 
to place th e balance in the General Fund of th e 
city, ordinarily called the Gash Fund. 
"In th is m atter we followed the A udltor'i 
estim ates as < losely sb possible, feeling th at ho 
had aousclentlously devoted his tim e to an iu 
vestigalion of thia m atter, aud that his figures 
were as nearly correct as it is possible to m ake 
them . 
"The F ire D epartm ent asked to have#65 000. 
and an additional #20,000 to erect an engine- 
bo uaeon th e north side of th e new City Hall. 
W hile we realise the im portance of the erec­ 
tion of th is building, we find It im possible to 
apportion th is am ount of m oney for this p u r­ 
pose at th is tim e, aDd after a careful considera, 
tion of tb e subject, we have placed in the Fire 
D epartm ent Fund the sum of #00,000. 
The gks and street sprinkling is in accord­ 
ance w ith the A udltor’i estím ete. 
"To com m on schools we have given #00,000, 
belie ing th at an am ple sum on their ow u 
show lug. 
"W e 
realized the im portance of giving to 
th e Library fund, just as m uch ss it waa 
possible to spare 
Tne Im portance of m akiug 
the public library a useful institution m ust be 
apparent to all 
In it* present condition it is 
little better than worthless. 
We have h an d ­ 
some rooms, but no books. 
It i- understood 
th at of th e apportionm ent to th e Library fund, 
they will use #10,000 In the purchasing of new 
books to p ’ace upon the shelves. 
"The Dark Commissioners asked for #50.000 
It 
was n et piesum ed th« y w« re In earnest In 
this m atter, kaow ing th e crippled condition of 
th cc iiy 's finances. 
Your Finance Comm ittee 
believe that, -he sum of #3,000 per m onth, or a 
total of $25 000 per auuum , will be am ply 
sufficent to carry them successfully through 
"W ith theie brief explanatory reinaras, we 
beg leave to subm it th e following recom m en­ 
dation for the levy and taxes for the fiscal 
year 1B89 90; it being u .derstood that for 
general purposes and that by th e provisions of 
tho ch arter we are lim ited to $1. and for tbe 
purpose of providing for the Rlukiug funds, we 
aro lim ited iu addition to the #1, to the am ouut 
actually nocceg-ary.

E d ito rb 
H e r a l d — The d ate set for 
voting on th e outfall sewer bonds being 
n e a r at b an d , an d having noticed quite a 
good deal of discussion on th is subject 
th ro u g h th e public p rin ts of th is city, I 
am su rp rised th a t n o one h as brought 
forw ard th e new m ethod of treatin g sew­ 
age m atter w hich has been tried in 
London, a n d , so tar as these experiruonts 
go, h as proved very successful, both in 
point of cheapness an d efficiency. 
This 
process is accom plished by electrolysis, 
an d , while b eing very sim ple, as every 
one fam iliar w ith electrolytic action m ust 
know , is 
thoroughly effectual. 
This 
m ethod, as ap plied, w ould, perhaps, be 
b est understood by quoting from an 
article 
in 
th e 
M edical 
and 
Sur­ 
gical Reporter, P hiladelphia, Ju n e 22. 
1889, taken from Science April 12, 1889: 
“ T he plan proposed by M r. W ebster for 
tb e purification of sewage by electro­ 
lytic m ethods, haw been tried on a large 
scale, and w ith encouraging results. Ttie 
process is very sim ple, and is described 
by th e London Electrician as follow s: 
‘The color,density au d constitution of the 
L ondon sew age varies from hour to hour 
iu th e m ost extraordinary m an n er; but 
tb e first sam ple to bo dealt with was of a 
lig h t yellow color, looking som ething like 
w eak tea w ith a little m ilk in it, but, so 
far as could be Been, it contained very 
little solid m atter in m echanical suspen­ 
sion. 
T h is hav in g been poured into a 
test jar, a cu rren t was passed through it 
betw een a pair of iron electrodes, with 
ab o u t six volt* electro-m otive force. 
An 
ex trem ely rap id effect was produced. In 
less than tw o miDures the jar was seen 
to be filled w ith a flocculent precipitate 
w hich was gradually carried upw ard by 
th e bubbles of liberated hydrogen. After 
about three m inutes th e electrodes were 
w ithdraw n and th e precipitate left to 
collect at th e top. 
In actual practice, 
after the effluent h as passed into the 
settling-tank. th e 
precipitate, 
in the 
course of 
about tw o hours, loses the 
w hole of th e entangled hydrogen; it 
th en sinks to the bottom of the tank. 
T h e sludge th u s form ed is sim ilar to th at 
produced by the chem ical process now 
in use, ex cep t th a t the electrical m ethod 
possesses th e obvious advantage th at 
th e total quanliry of m aterial has not 
been increased by th e addition of chem ­ 
icals.’ 
B ut, besides this precipitation, 
th ere is an action on the organic m atters 
in solution w hich robs them of th eir u n ­ 
pleasant an d harm ful properties. 
In 
th e 
larger 
experim ents, 
carried on 
at 
C rossness, 
two 
20-horse 
power 
engines are used, w ith an Edisou-H op- 
kiuson dynam o. 
Iro n plates are placed 
in th e shoot throngh which the sewage 
is discharged, 
la traveling along th e 
shoot, every particle of th e sewage comes 
in contact w ith th e plates, and finally 
th e whole ia received into tbe settling- 
tau k . 
W ith tw en y-seven-horse power, 
it in possible to tre# t a million gallons of 
sew age in tw enty four hours. 
The con­ 
sum ption of iron in actual w orking is 
a b o u t two grainB per gallon. 
T aking a 
tow n w ith a daily flow of ten million 
gallons of sewage a day—corresp rnding 
to a population of about 300 000—the 
consum ption of iron should uot exceed 
304 tons per annum , and the steam 
plant. required would be about 250 horse 
pow er. T his p lan t takes the place of tha 
m ixing-tan k s, m achinery, and chem icals 
em ployed in th e chem ical p-ocesa for the 
purification of sew age; and, if such elec­ 
trical plant is designed to meet the require­ 
m en ts of th e d istrict, it should con. less 
th a n any o th er m ethod, besides precipi­ 
tatin g and purifying in one operation.’’ 
I have th u s quoted in full this process 
as described in 
order to show that 
it m ust he a success, and «f or a careful 
study of th is subject am fully convinced 
ib a t th ii ia th e m ethod th at Los Angeles 
should adopt in disposing of its sewage 
m a tte rs; for I believe th at it is pretty 
generally conceded th at thiB sewage could 
be utilized for irrigating purposes for per­ 
h ap s eight m onths out of every tw elve, 
if :t can only he rendered innocuous arid 
in a condition in w hich people can u til­ 
ize it w ith o u t a n y risk to h e a lth ; while 
du rin g the rainy season this excess could 
be allow ed to m ingle w ith th e f-urface 
w ater, an d find its way into th e sea, an 
harm less as a ny ordinary water, and with­ 
o u t any d etrim e n t to citizens of Santa 
M onica, o r any o th er town on th e heach. 
Loe A ngeles is certainly m ore favorably 
situ ated lor th u s utilising its waste m atter 


th an m any o ther cities th a t have found 
it both expedient and profitable; and, ig­ 
noring the injunction suits th a t are sure 
to follow th e issuing of th e proposed 
bonds, w ith all the ex p en ses and d elays 
incident to courts of law , 
it does seem 
like a w anton waste of w ater, w hich is 
King in C alifornia. A nd w hen land own­ 
ers come to learn th a t th is fluid h as been 
rendered perfectly h arm less and safe to 
use, there w ill he no difficulty in dispos­ 
ing of it, an il th at a t a su m sufficient to 
defray the expenses of th e plant used 
to rid it of its dangerous constituents. A 
great m any o ther reasons m ight he pro­ 
duced, to show how unw ise it is to rush 
headlong in to this outfall sew er schem e, 
but I believe th at m ost of them have 
been thoroughly discussed, and m y only 
object was to bring th e results of these 
late experim ents before th o se w ho will 
have to hear the bu rd en in th e disposal 
of th e city’s sew age.

In o th er words, th e Council 
seem s to bave fastened an d riveted, so 
to speak, an incubus, “ an old m an of the 
se a ,” to th is question w hich is too m uch 
for th e people to carry , and w hich, if 
they are 
w íbo, th ey will entirely reject. 
B ut are th ey all wise, an d do they all 
y et thoroughly und erstan d this question ? 
I think n o t; and the position I take is 
th is—th at if these bonds do carry , and 
this calam ity is bo sad d led on th is com ­ 
m unity, it will be by th e votes of th e 
people an d tbe laboring classes, w ho have 
not m uch discussed th is question, and 
w ho are being cajoled w ith prom ises and 
cheated iu to the belief th a t as soon as 
these bonds are voted th ey will get a job 
on this sew er work at once. 
N ever was 
th ere a m ore unfounded delusion, and 
yet so m any with w hom th e w riter has 
conversed are resting uuon it, 
th a t the 
w riter is convinced th at these m en should 
be m et in open-air m eetings before elec­ 
tion and have it show n a n d dem onstrated 
to them how th a t, if th is work is once 
com m enced by th e B allona route, th at 
Santa M onica stan d s ready w ith an in ­ 
junction to bar ttie w ay, and for m any 
years, perhaps, to tie u p this work with 
ii'igation. 
Good speakers, w ho un d er­ 
stand th is, should be selected, an d this 
fact should

A BIG CDT. 


Reduction of Freight Rates 
Along the Coast. 


■EIGHTY HE It CENT. TAKEN OFF, 


The Pacific Coast Steamship Company 
Propose to Drive Out Competi­ 
tion—A R ate W ar. 


L ast S aturday th e Pacific Coast Steam 
sh ip C om pany gave form al notice a t its 
offices in San Francisco th at a large re* 
ductiou would be m ade in freight rates 
to take effect im m ediately. 
W ord was 
forthw ith sen t to all its agents, and 
freight is now being received un d er th e 
new schedule. 
The reduction is of such 
• w holesale ch aracter th a t it is likely to 
produce a considerable flurry in th e local 
m ark et, an d perhaps quicken business to 
a very appreciable ex ten t. 
In the p resent dullness of traffic all 
over th e country, th e proprietors 
of 
" tra m p ’1 or in d ep en d en t steam ers and 
sailing vessels have found very little to 
do. 
Several of th em on 
th e Pacific 
Coast 
h ave been 
m aking 
a regular 
business of plying betw een San Pedre 
and adjoining points a n d San Francisco 
a n d th e N orth. 
Tw o of these, the 
schooner Protector an d th e 
steam er 
S an ta 
M aria, have cu t very seriously 
into th e carrying tra d e of th e Pacific 
C oast S team ship C om pany, m aking a $3 
rate per ton for general m erchandise 
against th e $4 rate of th e Steam ship 
C om pany. 
T he consequence of th e com ­ 
petition in rates was th a t th e tw o inde­ 
pendent vessels soon h ad all th e freight 
th ey could handle, an d th e Steam ship 
C om pany w as very m uch inconvenienced 
b y th e Iosb to the regular business. 
The 8team ship C om pany asserts th at 
th ese vessels could not h ave been carry 
ing freight a t any profit at th e rates 
w hich they h ad established, and th at 
they m ust have expected th e com pany to 
offer them som e sort of an advantageous 
com prom ise. 
Instead of th at th e Steam ­ 
sh ip C om pany has sta rte d in to drive 
th em out. T here has been no tem porizing 
w ith com peting cuts. 
A t one blow th e 
com pany h a s reduced its rate to a figure 
w hich, 
it believes, 
th e 
independent 
steam ers cannot possibly m eet, hoping 
by th is process to freeze th em out e n ­ 
tirely . 
. 
T he rates from S an F rancisco south 
suffer a reduction of eighty per cent., 
th a t is, to tw enty per cent, of thoir 
form er stan d ard . 
G eneral m erchandise, 
form erly carried for $4 a ton, now goes 
for $1 a ton. 
T here is, how ever, th is 
lim itation to th e cu t, th a t nothing íb re ­ 
duced below th e general rate of $1 a ton. 
O therw ise th e cut is horizontal, extend­ 
ing into all lines of freight. 
T he reduc­ 
tion holds from San Diego an d all other 
points at w hich th e steam ers stop, the 
sam e as from San P edro. 
For freight going n o rth th e reduction 
is a general rate of fifty per cen t., but 
w ith som e special exceptions. 
T hus all 
grains go a t $1.00 per ton. 
As som e of 
these have been listed a t $2.50 and $3 00, 
th is m akes a larger reduction th an fifty 
per cent. 
F or freight, betw een in ter­ 
m ediate points along th e C oast, a special 
schedule h as been prepared, too com- 
E 
Heated to adm it of a full statem ent 
ere, but th e reductions m ay be said in 
a general w ay to am o u n t to about fifty 
per cent. 
T nis cut w as decided upon, last week, 
an d went in to eflect w hen th e Q ueen of 
th e Pacific started south from San F ran ­ 
cisco. 
It will be in effect un til further 
notice, w hich m eans, probably, until the 
independent vessels are d riven away 
from th e C oast, or un til som e sort of a 
com prom ise is brought about. 
The results of th e reduction are likely 
to show them selves in an im m ediate 
stim ulus to general business, although it 
is not likely to be—from th is one caupe 
alone—eith e r very deep or very lasting. 
Dealers who buy through San Francisco 
an d n o rth ern points w ill probably stock 
u p all stan d ard and im perishable arti­ 
cles, aud m ay be able to do b etter bus» 
ness for a tim e. 
A large per cent, of 
careful business m en express them selves, 
how ever, as being very wary of reduc­ 
tions in freight rates, w hich can last only 
a lim ited tim e, as th e ir alm ost invariable 
result is to over-stock th e m ark et w ith the 
articles w hich can be brought in at th e 
lower rate. 
T he advantage of th e cut in th e freight 
rate for grain ju st in th e season of h ar­ 
vesting is a m ore im p o rtan t phase of th e 
Í 
uestion. 
Barley is now quoted in San 
'rancisco a t 67X ag ain st 
here. 
It 
is not im possible th a t a reduction of 
from 50 to 75 per cent, on th e rate of 
freight w ill have th e effect of stiffening 
if not of advancing th e barley m arket. 
T he prospect is th a t 200 or 300 carloads 
of barley will be sh ip p ed E a st for brew ­ 
ing purposes from Southern C alifornia— 
a num ber of carloads h ave been sent a l­ 
ready an d m ore are ordered. 
T he effect 
of th is reduction will probably be to 
raise the price obtained by th e farm ers 
for th eir grain. 
T here does not ap p ear to be any d is­ 
position on th e p a rt of th e Southern 
Pacific to c u t to m eet th e reduction m ade 
by tbe Steam ship C om pany, as it is re ­ 
garded m erely as atem pc-raiy m atter,and 
not done for th e purpose of startin g a 
w ar with ¡ he railroad. 
It is alm ost as 
m uch to th e advantage of th e Southern 
Pacific 
to 
have com peting steam ers 
w hich do not come in to a definite agree­ 
m en t on rates out of the way as it is to 
th e 
adv an tag e 
of th e Pacific Coast 
S team ship Com pany. 
T his fight is an exact c ounterpart of one 
w hich took place tw elve years ago w hen 
th e CoaBt Com pany[drove out a comepet- 
ing line.

W e th e n went to Mrs. N u­ 
gent’s, w here M alia claim s to have had 
a m iscarriage. 
She n ever m issed a day 
a t school w hile here, as far as I know. 
She com plained of a fem ale disease and 
I told h er to bathe h e r feet in hot water. 
Those were th e only " h o t b a th s" th a t I 
prescribed. 
A fter we m oved to W ashington street, 
a n d I got a position on th e cable road 


M rs. M cK ee, w ho w as in th e house w ith 
m e, criticised m e f >r allow ing m y daugh­ 
ter to go into th e bodroom alone w ith 
m en. 
I found out th a t th e m an sh e had 
gone in w ith was M cGow an, a gripm an 
on the sam e road u n d er mo. 
M alia con­ 
fessed to th e m an ’s com ing and giving 
m oney to E lla and sending h er out to buy 
candy.

G arrett w as put back on th e stand, 
and testified as follow s: 
A s to my 
‘keeping” Josie S heridan in St. Louis, I 
w ish to offer th is in justificatio n ^h and­ 
ing th e C ourt a paper purporting to be a 
m arriage certificate). 
T h at is w hy I 
lived w ith h e r, an d I believe th a t our 
separation was caused by M alia'a lies 
about m e (roing to desert her. 
G arrett again told th e story about 
E lla stealing m oney from a fruit stand 
in St. Louis, at M alia’s instigation, and 
th e corset story, w hich occurred in Los 
A ngeles, in which M alia bought a corset 
and cheated th e w om an out of her 
m oney. 
H is m any trials w ith th e girl 
in Los A ngeles, caused by h er w ant of 
veracity, an d his experience with M rs. 
W atson, w ere again gone over. 
M rs. 
W atson h ad told him th a t "M alia was a 
very untru th fu l g irl.” 
H e h ad seen a m an go into th e house 
one day, an d he sneaked in th e back 
door to see w hat was going on. H e found 
M alia an d E lla talk in g to tw o m en in the 
parlor. 
E lla was say in g : " I d o n ’t know 
w hether he is ray fath er or n o t; any way 
I a in ’t afraid of h im .”

W ith a sm't initiated under

is 
certain as that the night shall suc­ 
ceed the day that there will be an inter­ 
ruption of years in the programme out­ 
lined by the City Council. In the first 
place, the injunction moved for by Sen­ 
ator Jones would be granted or denied 
by the United 6tates District Judge. 
If 
granted, th at would end the m atter for 
all time. If denied, Senator Jones would 
undoubtedly appeal from the United 
States District to the United States Cir­ 
cuit Court. If this latter tribunal should 
reverse the action of the District Court 
there would again be an end to litiga 
tion, and the sewer would be restrained 
from proceeding beyond the city limitB. 
B ut if the decision were still against 
Senator Jones and the people of Santa 
Monica, he and they wonld next, as has 
been repeatedly declared, appeal the 
case to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. 
Wg have thus far merely reviewed 
steps th at are not simply problematical 
but certain to be taken. The only ele 
m ent of doubt in the matter is as to 
w hether the Council, with its Bal Iona 
■ewer project, can ever succeed in reach­ 
ing the Supreme Court of the United 
States, the presumption being, and it is 
what in law is known as a violent pre­ 
sumption, th at th e intermediate courts 
would make the injunction perpetual. 
But let ns, for the sake of argum ent, 
suppeie that the case should reach the 
court of final resort in the forum of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, at 
W ashington. 
It is a notorious fact 
th a t it takes at least three years to be 
reached on the docket of that tribunal 
I t would probably be a year before it 
took up its journey to W ashington, and 
the dilatory nature of the proceedings 
which it would encounter there, espec­ 
ially when the negative of the proposition 
was championed by such a powerful Re­ 
publican as United States Senator John P. 
Jones, before a Republican tribunal like 
th e Supreme Couit of the United States, 
would m&ke the promoters of the sewer 
bonds grieve. 
We have thus traced the progrees of 
the inevitable litigation attending a sue 
cessful issue of the next election on the 
■ewer bonds in the course towards the 
capital of the nation. 
We next return to 
Los Angeles county. Coincidently with 
the initiation of a restraining order in 
th e United States Courts, some prominent 
tax payer of Loe Angeles would sue for

This prompt and 
intelligent action would save the loss of 
interest on the bonds ; but, all the same, 
we should be a long distance away from 
any effective or intelligent sewer system.

There will be 
constant and dense pactolean stream 
flowing from the United States to Lon 
don, and the American tax payers may 
find themselves sometime hereafter in the 
condition of the fellahs of Egypt working 
themselves to the bone to pay for this 
tremendous invasion of English capital.

Witness «aid Blythe spoke to him 
about the disposition of his (Blythe’s) 
property during a conversation about the 
reclamation of desert tends embraced in 
Blythe’s Mexican estate. A canal sixty 
miles in length was to be built for the 
purpose of irrigating these lands, and 
water was to be taken from the Colorado 
river at a point in Lower California,eight 
miles below Yuma. 
Witness, in reply to counsel’s ques­

N ew Y oye, August 19.— Early this 
morning a fire broke out. in the kitchen 
of a restaurant in a five-story tenement 
block at 305 West Seventh avenue. Nine 
of sixty odd occupants of the house lost 
their lives, and it is a great wonder that 
many more did not perish. The dead 
«re;William Glennon, 60 years old, burned 
to death; Nellie McGeoghegan, 4 years 
old, smothered ; Mery Wells, 3 years old, 
smothered; Jane Wells, aged 4 years, 
smothered ; Thomas Wells, aged 2 years, 
smothered; Bertha Tustig, aged 40 
years, burr • 1 to death; WihUm McKee, 
aged 47 years, burned to death: Jane 
Jeffery, aged 65 years, smothered; uu- 
known woman, 45 years old, emothere <. 
Injured—William Glennon, aged 18, 
badly burned; John Glennon, badly 
burned and injured. 
The building was occupied by thirteen 
families, who have been made tempora­ 
rily homeless by the fire. The flames 
did not do very much damage in the 
variouB apartments, but burned out their 
etreDglh in the hallways. The probable 
loss will not amount to more than $10,­ 
000. The fire started at an hour when 
all the people in the house were sleeping 
soundly. 
How the fire started is a mystery, but 
the restaurant cook is missing since the 
fire. It is presumed an accident oc­ 
curred while he was making a fire in the 
range. The aafal speed with which the 
flames swept up through the building 
suggests the use of keioeene by the care 
lees cook. A door leading from the 
kitchen to a hallway was found open, 
and a great volume of flame rolled out 
into the passage, and the families living 
on the first floor must inevitably * have 
perished without even so much as a 
warning, but it so happened that the 
rooms directly over the restaurant were 
unoccupied.

W ashing to n, August 19. — Assistant 
Secretary Bushey has rendered an im­ 
portant pension decision. He rescinds 
Rule No. 135, made by Commissioner 
Black September 4, 1885, and overrules 
the opinion of ex-Assistant Secretary 
Hawkins in the same case, that a dis­ 
honorable discharge from service oper­ 
ates as a bar to pensions. He also holds 
that Rule No. 135 was an erroneous in­ 
terpretation of the statutes granting pen 
sions to the eoldiers of the late war for 
disability incurred in the line of duty 
and declares that the character of a sol 
dier’s discharge cannot effect bis claim lor 
a pension on account of such disabilites. 
H e holds that a dishonarable discharge 
is a penalty for a specific offence against 
the service for which soldiers may be 
punished, but that the penalty cannot 
include nor relate to a claim for a pension 
based upon disability. The two thiDgs 
are held to be wholly distinct and not 
governed by the same legal considera­ 
tion. The law does dot deprive a dis- 
bonarably discharged soldier of spon­ 
sion. This restores the practice of the 
Department previous to General Black's 
ruling.
